Big hike in DCs 

Hie Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury has passed 
By-Law 2013-29 - adopting new, higher Development 
Charges (DCs) for new development, to cover the cost of 
growth-related water, wastewater and road infrastructure. 

The By-law just squeaked by, in a narrow 5-4 recorded 

Concerns were raised by Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer, 
who questioned the sharp increase in the Development 
Charges for the Bradford Setdement Area, especially for 
non-residential development. 

The DC for Non-residential (Commercial/Industrial/ 
Institutional) was set at $9.74 per sq. ft. in the previous 
By-law; in the new By-law, it jumps to $15.40 per sq. ft. 
in the Bradford Setdement Area - while the Bond Head/ 
Hwy. 400 Strategic Employment Area is set at $14.39 per 
sq.ft 

Keffer wanted the background study sent back to Staff 
for a second look - questioning how the rate could be 
so high for an area that is already serviced. ‘Tve been 
trying to understand why the rates have jumped up, for 
the Water and Wastewater,” he said, urging die Town to 
hold the non-residential DC at its current level. “I’m not 
prepared to support this recommendation at this time.” 
“I’ll go a step further,” said Councillor Gary Lamb. “I have 
a problem with the methodology used to develop the 
DCs" - suggesting that the levy should be “site specific” 
depending on whether an industry is “wet,” using a 
substantial amount of water, or “dry.” 

Director of Finance Ian Goodfellow noted that the 
methodology is governed by provincial legislation, and 
the Development Charges Act. “I’m not certain we have 
a great deal of latitude,” he said. “The calculations are 
fairly standardized... The math behind the studies is all 
basically the same. Basically, we are operating in a box.” 

“We’re relying heavily on the Development Charges 
to pay for the infrastructure we have to put in,” said 
Councillor Ron Simpson, referring to the 5th Line-Hwy 
400 interchange, and the agreement with Innisfil to 
upfront the costs of expanding the Lakeshore water 
treatment plant. “What if there's no building? What 
happens to our DCs, and your cash flow?” 

“The key is to make arrangements with the 
development industry,” to sign an Early Payment 
Agreement, said Town Manager Jay Currier - and if there 
isn’t agreement on the full $400 million in expenses 
facing the Town, BWG will have to “pick and choose”
